LBJ Sparki< Top Business Leadei>

WASHINGTON—It’s been well publicized 
that President Johnson had two sessions 
last week with American business leaders 
and American labor leaders. Exactly what 
happened at the two closed door meetings 
has not been publicized. 
Most unique development was the private 
support which business leaders gave John­ 
son. Many came away just as enthusiastic 
as the labor leaders, who were considered 
in Johnson’s corner in the first place. 
Johnson gave a short talk to the Business 
Advisory Council, which includes the top 
brass of the business world, then sat down 
in the cabinet room to chat with them in­ 
dividually. This was what they seemed to 
enjoy most. 
In the group was Sidney Weinberg, head 
of Goldman. Sachs and the man who raised 
$3,000,000 to finance the big radio-TV politi­ 
cal punch of Eisenhower’s 1952 campaign. 
Also present was Henry Ford II, head of 
the far flung automobile empire who was 
a strong Eisenhower-Nixon supporter. His 
former associate, Ernie Breech, who has 
guided the destinies of both Ford and Gen­ 
eral Motors and is now chairman of Trans 
World Airlines, was also present. 
All expressed their appreciation of the 
new president. But the man who seemed 
most appreciative was Crawford Green- 
walt, head of the giant Du Pont company. 
The Du Pont family is one of the heaviest 
contributors to the Republican party, usual­ 
ly tosses about $200,000 into the GOP kitty 
at every election. During recent years they 
have been battling against the Justice De­ 
partment regarding the .split up of Du Pont- 
General Motors stock, a suit begun under 
the Demociats. 
But Greenwalt confided to friends at the 
White House that the nation was “ fortu­ 
nate” to have a man as well qualified as 
Johnson standing in the wings ready to take 
over. 
Meany Is Persistent 
Johnson’s meeting with labor leaders was 
held one hour earlier, and the president 
kidded his secretary of commerce. Luther 
Hodges, who sat in on the labor session 
that he had got here “ a little too early” 
for the business conference. 
Other cabinet members who attended both 
meetings were Secretary of Defense McNa­ 
mara, Secretary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon, Secretary of the Interior Udall, Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Freeman and Secre­ 
tary of Labor Wirtz. 
At the meeting with labor leaders, John- 
.son did more listening than talking, as AFL- 
CIO President George Meany outlined his 
worries over unemployment and automa­ 
tion. 
This incidentally was Meany’s second ses­ 
sion with Johnson since the death of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. Johnson had phoned Meany 
after receiving a sympathetic telegram, had 
told him he was going to need his support. 
“ You’ll get it,” blurted the brusque labor 
kader.

Most of the 17 million Ameri­ 
cans who own stocks may have 
theirs in safety deposit boxes, 
to be sure. But the shares that 
change ownership over and over 
in stock exchange trading may 
never travel further than from 
one brokerage house’s vault to 
another’s. And they make up 
only a small percentage of the 
total outstanding, and tucked 
away. 
A customer opens a broker­ 
age account much as he does a 
bank account. He must deposit 
enough money to cover both the 
cost of the stocks in which he 
wants to trade and the cost of 
commissions 
for 
buying 
and 
selling—fixed by the exchanges 
and determined by the price 
and amount of stocks traded— 
and the charge for credit should 
the customer want to buy on 
margin. 
Some customers pay for their 
.stocks 
and sock them away. 
Many 
leave 
them 
with 
the 
broker as part of their account 
without even seeing them. 
Brokers say up to 90 per cent 


there. 
There are two chief types of 
brokerage house accounts. 
—An individual investor buys 
stock for cash. They must be 
promptly paid for in full—either 
out of his account, or by actual 
currency or check. 
—Traders buy on margin, as 
set by federal and stock ex­ 
change regulations. The federal 
rule at present is that 70 per 
cent must be settled in cash, 
with the broker lending the ex­ 
tra 30 per cent at a specified 
charge. 
Individual 
brokerage 
houses often require more cash 
than the legal limit. If the price 
of the stock should fall enough 
to jeopardize the margin, the 
broker may call for more cash, 
or if necessary he will sell the 
stock to protect the 30 per cent 
credit involved—and the hapless 
speculator gets what’s left. 
Buying or selling on the ex­ 
changes is done this way: The 
brokerage 
house 
phones 
the 
customer’s order to buy, say, to 
its trader on the floor, who 
seeks out another broker with 
an order to sell the same stock. 
They try to get together on a 
mutually agreeable price. Nor­ 
mally, the stock is delivered 
within four trading days.

Kennedy, were for 
you and the great problems you face as his 
.successor. We are here tixlay to tell you 
that we are behind you 100 per cent. We 
are citizens first and union members .sec­ 
ond.” 
Johnson replied that he was deeply grate­ 
ful. He recalled that Kennedy had alway.s 
received “ warm-hearted support” from la­ 
bor. “ I need your help even more,” he 
added humbly. 
“ President Kennedy had 
more talents than I have for this job.” 
The president suggested that the labor 
leaders and six cabinet members at the 
meeting bow' their heads in prayer for “ the 
great man we have lost.” Everyone .stood 
for a moment in silent meditation. 
When John.son asked for labor’s support 
on civil rights and employment problems, 
Meany pledged full AFL-CIO cooperation. 
He went on to talk of his great worries 
over automation, quoted Sen. Jennings Ran­ 
dolph, D-W. Va., that the U.S. was lo.sing 
about 4 million jobs a year as a result of 
automation. 
“ When you add this to the rapid growth 
of employables, you can appreciate the 
gravity of the situation,” .said Meany. “ It 
requires 25,000 new jobs a week just to take 
rare of the young people, who are flooding 
the employment field due to the population 
explosion. 
“ Despite what the newspapers say, I am 
not against automation. 
I do not believe 
in breaking labor-saving machinery with 
sledge hammers, but it is about time that 
the government, labor, business and the 
consumer got together in a united, national 
effort to stop the dangerous rise of joble.s.s- 
ness.” 
Meany said his own an.swcr. and that of 
labor, was a shorter work week, but that 
he was ready to listen to alternative solu­ 
tions. President Johnson replied that Con­ 
gress would give a big boost to employment 
by early pas.sage of the tax bill, though 
this would not solve the whole problem. 
He expressed deep concern over unemploy­ 
ment, promised further study.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 
dent Johnson will never see the 
likes of it again. 
It probably 
will last through Christmas, but 
not much longer. 
The Republicans are muted, 
Premier Khrushchev is as quiet 
as a doll, and Fidel Castro must 
be playing a mandolin, he’s so 
quiet. 
This isn’t the first time a man 
in Johnson’s spot — suddenly 
thrust into the White House on 
a president’s death — was given 
a period of grace. 
It happened when Vice Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman took over 
in 1945, after President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt’s death. 
The tasks confronting Johnson 
since he became president are 
just a mild daily routine com­ 
pared with what faced Truman. 
He had to end a war in Eu­ 
rope (Johnson’s main problem 
now is with the budget) and an­ 
other in Asia, help get the Unit­ 
ed Nations started, decide to 
drop atomic bombs on Japan, re­ 
convert the country to peace, 
hold down living costs and set­ 
tle strikes. 
For some months after he 
moved into the White House 
Truman practically had a hon­ 
eymoon with the Republicans in 
Congress. That was in 1945. The 
honeymoon didn’t last long, the 
next year was a congressional 
election year. 
The Republicans made their 
attacks on Truman so convinc­ 
ing that in the 1946 elections 
the voters gave them control of 
Congress. From then on few 
presidents ever had so much 
raucous trouble with Congress 
as Truman. 
Johnson, a shrewd manipula­ 
tor, may do better. But it’s not 
a good bet. 
Right now the congressional 
Republicans are laying off him. 
The Republican would - be pres­ 
idential 
candidates 
have 
de­ 
clared a moratorium on speech- 
making until after Jan. 1, 
But then they’ll come back, 
re-charged by their rest, and 
able to make more noise than 
ever, particularly since John­ 
son, like Truman, has to en­ 
counter an election year, this 
time 
a 
presidential 
election, 
with him.self no doubt a candi­ 
date. 
But John.son, deliberately or 
not, has followed the Truman 
pattern in a general way up to 
this point. 
Truman lost no time, after 
becoming president, in address­ 
ing a joint session of Congress 
to say he would continue Roose­ 
velt’s policies. John.son did the 
.same, to express his support 
for the late President Kenne­ 
dy’s programs. 
Truman asked the Roosevelt 
Cabinet to .stay, although there 
were changes later. John.son has 
asked the Kennedy Cabinet to 
stay. 
Truman paid the House of 
Representatives a surprise visit 
19 days after taking office, and 
had lunch there. Twice within 
the 19 days since he took office 
John.son has visited the Hou.se, 
and had lunch there. 
Truman early favored a tax- 
aid program. Right from the 
start Johnson favored Kenne­ 
dy’s tax-cut program. 
Within six months after Tru­ 
man became president the Re­ 
publicans began opening up on 
him. They seem to be getting 
restle.ss 
already 
about 
their 
moratorium on Johnson. 


One of them — Rep. Frank J. 
Becker of New York — com­ 
plained 
Tuesday 
that 
“ when 
Democrats call for a moratori­ 
um on politics, it’s just to gag 


the 
Republicans.” 
His wasn’t 
only voice of complaint. 
So things ought to be getting 
back to normal around the first 
of the year.

The most important holiday 
gift you can make to anyone is 
to help keep our streets .safe for 
pedestrians. This is a responsi­ 
bility of motorists and pedestri­ 
an alike. 
The winter months are espe­ 
cially dangerous for those who 
travel on foot. Although persons 
of all ages are knocked down or 
run over 
by 
motorists, more 
than h a l f of all pedestrian 
deaths occur with persons over 
45. The majority of all the pedes­ 
trians killed are nondrivers, who 
have no first-hand knowledge of 
the factors involved in control­ 
ling an automobile. 
For the motorist, good visibil­ 
ity is of the greatest importance. 
A frosted windshield should be 
cleaned 
completely 
and 
so 
should the side and rear win­ 
dows. Don’t be a peephole driv­ 
er. If your wiper blades smear 
your windshield, wipe t h e m 
clean of accumulated grease. If 
they still smear your windshield, 
get new ones. In general any 
blade.s that have been used for 
more than a year should be re­ 
placed because the rubber de­ 
teriorates with time and expo­ 
sure to sun, wind and grease. 
Good visibility, however, in-

volves more than keeping th# 
windshield clean. 
You should 
keep your headlights clean, too. 
When the sky is overcast or at 
twilight, turn on your headlights, 
not just your parking lights. 
This helps the pedestrian to set 
you and you to see him. 
Don’t make the 
mistake of 
wearing dark glasses at night to 
cut down the glare. What you 
are cutting down is your ability 
to see and that could lead to a 
tragedy. 
Excessive smoking, drinking 
as well as fatigue reduce your 
ability to see clearly. Still an­ 
other factor is the seeping of 
carbon monoxide from a faulty 
exhaust into the interior of your 
car, especially when all the win­ 
dows are closed. 
If the drivers coming toward 
you at night are using 
their 
bright lights, signal to them to 
dim their lights. Whether they 
do so or not, * you can avoid 
trouble by looking at the right- 
hand side of the road instead of 
directly at the oncoming bright 
lights. 
Although any one of the fac­ 
tors I have mentioned might not 
be serious by itself, a combina­ 
tion of two or more has caused 
many an accident that could 
have been prevented.
